Evidence of a big conspiracy in which the 
is believed to"have lost between $50,000 
and $200,000 through the dishonesty of em- 
ployés in the Water department, aided by 
many manufacturers and owners of large 
buildings, has been discovered by Superin- 
tendent H. O. Nourse and Detectives John 
McWeeney and James Bailey. 

Two of the employés have been arrested 
and the detectives have collected enough 
evidence to implicate fifty persons. The 
detectives believe that at least 200 owners of 
buildings have been in a conspiracy to de- 
fraud the city by giving bribes to obtain a 
reduction of their water bills, The say they 
have evidence that nine men were receivers 
of ‘bribes given for tampering with meters 
in order to make reductions possible without 
discovery. 

Clarence M. Wolfe, 321 Jackson boulevard, 
g@ rate taker appointed last September, and 
George W. Piggott, 390 Hermitage avenue, 
@ driver, are the only m@n under arrest, but 
other arrests of city employés will follow, 
so Superintendent Nourse said yesterday, 
and the evidence against the owners of 
buildings Will be given to the city’s law de- 


partment.

Wolfe and Piggott were placed under arrest 
on Saturday morning at 10 o’clock, but the 
fact was kept secret and their families did 
not know last night that the men were locked 
up. Both gave the police considerable infor¢ 
mation, Wolfe promising to give evidence 
implicating the’ others if he were assured 
of.jieniency in the disposal of his case. No

HEAVY TRAVEL TO CAPE NOME. 


Steamer Robert Dollar Takes Largest 
Number of Prospectors of the 
Season. 


Seattle, Wash., May 13.—[Special.]—The 
steamer Robert Dollar, with the largest ex- 
pedition as to number of passengers and 
amount of freight as well of the many thus 
far dispatched this season to Cape Nome, 
sailed fonight. It took 372 passengers and 
a eargo of 1,200 tons of supplies. 

F. W. Dickman and A. Birkle of this city 
are in charge of the largest outfit. It con- 
sists of thirty men and 100 tons of cargo, in- 
cluding a knock-down hotel for Sinrock City 
and twenty-five or thirty tons of mining 
machinery.

It comprises eight men, mining machinery, 
and general supplies. E. J. Matthews, an 
Eastern operator, takes forty tons of ma- 
chinery and merchandise andtenmen.

Another Salt 
Lake operator is E. D. Miller, who has four 
men and thirty tons. ‘

AMMONIA DRIVES OUT DINERS. 


Fumes from Ice Machine Next Door 
Spread Consternation in Kins- 
ley’s Restaurant. 


Ammonia for a time yesterday morning 
caused the patrons of Kinsley’s restaurant 
to beat a hasty retreat from the building. 
One diner objected to ammonia in his cof- 
fee, another declared there was ammonia 
in the butter, while still a third insisted that 
the smoke from a freshly lighted cigar 
which he had just ordered was ammonia 
smoke. Then the employés detected the 
fumes of the drug and the odor became so 
strong that all in the German room were 
compelled to leave. 

Upon investigation it was found the pro- 
prietor of an adjoining restaurant had start- 
ed his ice machine and the ammonia was 
escaping. A protest was made by the man- 
ager of Kinsley’s and the owner of the 
troublesome ice machine said no more ice 
would be made. Later in the day, as the 
weather became warmer, the ice machine 
was started again and proceeded to make 
more ammonia fumes than ice, 

A hasty call was made for the police. 
When they arrived they stopped the indus- 
trious machine and gave warning they would 
not tolerate further trouble.

FACULTY’S BAN ON WEDLOCK. 


Divinity Students Holding Some Schol- 
arships at University of Chicago 
Lose Them if They Marry. — 


Divinity students at the University of Chi- 
cago must no longer allow their fancies to 
“lightly turn to thoughts of love,’’ whether 
in the spring or at any other time of the 
year, if they would retain their scholar- 
ships. A rule recently passed by the faculty 
of the divinity school puts matrimony under 
the ban. It is as follows: 

‘‘In the assignment of scholarships net- 
ting more than $35 a quarter the recipient 
will be informed that the scholarship will 
be withdrawn in case.of his marriage while 
holding it.”’ 

The divinity students are indignant at this 
action, arguing that if they need scholar- 
ships when they are single they need them 
so much the more when their expenses are 
increased by matrimony. They regard the 
rule as an unjust attempt to deprive them 
of the right of liberty and the purstit of 
happiness. Yesterday they stood about the 
dormitories and halls discussing the situa- 
tion with clouded brows and doleful voices. 

The faculty members, on the other hand, 
contend that a student who can afford mar- 
riage has no further claim on the university

** Commodore ”’ Weaver, Charged with 
Swnidling in Many Ports, Gives Up 
His Yacht on Mortgage. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 13.—Special.]—

the Norna, has been a floating mystery for 
nearly two years past, who is charged with

MOB FIGHTS HEALTH BOARD. 


Town of Turtle Creek, Near Pittsburg, 
Pa., Scene of Rioting Over De- 
tention Hospital. - 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 13.—A mob of men 
and boys numbering about 2,000 has had 
possession of Turtle Creek, a small town 
about eight miles east of here, all the even- 
ing, and at midnight the Sheriff was called 
upon to suppress the riot. The trouble was 
caused by the Board of Health trying to 
take an abandoned school building in the 
town for a detention hospital, and when the 
board tried to send six cases of smallpox 
to the schoolhouse this evening they were 
met by the mob. Twenty-five special offi- 
cers were sworn in, but could do nothing, and 
the volunteer fire department was called out. 
The firemen succeeded in dispersing the 
rioters by turning the hose on them. The 
crowd soon returned, however, and pelted the 
firemen with stones. A number of the fire- 
‘men were cut and bruised, but none serious- 
ly hurt. Several firemen and three mem- 
bers of the Board of Health are in the bulld-

PARIS, May 14.—A tremendous National- 
ist victory resulted from the elections held 
Sunday. Twenty-one Nationalists were elect- 
ed City Councilors, 4s against seven Social- 
ists and Republicans. | 

Added to the nine elected last Sunday, the 
Nationalists now have thirty representa- 
tives in the city hall, and this number, added 
to the Conservative and Royalist allies, gives 
the majority to the Nationalists, so that 
the City Council of Paris virtually passes 
into their hands.

The significance of this ig better realized 
if the words of Gambetta are recalled, that 
one governs without Paris.”

HUNDREDS IN A MAN HUNT. 


Kansas Citizens Pursue Escaped Bank 
Robbers Who Killed a Depu- 
ty Sheriff. 


Emporia, Kas., May 13.—[Special.}—Hun- 
dreds af Morris, Lyon, and Osage County 
citizens are engaged tonight in a man hunt 
which promises to terminate in the speedy 
execution of two escaped bank robbers who 
last night added murder to their crimes. 
The robbers were last reported at a point 
two miles from this city, and the pursuers 
are closing in on them. It is declared that 
they will be shot on sight. 

The robbers, James Murphy and E. F. 
Estell, broke jail at Marysville, Kas., on May 
9, together with a lot of other prisoners, 
and have so far escaped arrest. They have 
been constantly pursued over 150 miles. 

The murder last night aroused the entire 
country, so that the robbers are now being 
pursued by posses from several counties in 
a manner similar to the Minnesota hunt by 
which the Youngers were run down. 


About midnight last night the outlaws 
‘neared Dunlap, eighteen miles north of here, 


when two of the pursuers ran on to them. 
In the dark they mistook them to be part of 
the pursuing party, and called out: “Is 
that you, boys?” The reply came from both 
barrels of a shotgun, and Deputy Marshal 
Edward Roberts ‘of Dunlap was instantly 
killed. 

The robbers then took to their heels, and 
later in the night stofe former Mayor Sar- 
geant’s horse and buggy, and started south, 
followed by a posse of Morris County citi- 
— with Deputy Sheriff Pittsinburg in the 
ead. 
About 6 o'clock this evening the robbers 
had been traced to within three miles of this 
city, and 200 citizens started out with rifles, 
shotguns, or any available weapons, and are 
now searching the banks of the Neosho and 
Cottonwood Rivers. 

As indicated by the talk of the people 
from Dunlap it is not likely the robbers, if 
overtaken, will make any expense to the 
State for trial. The pursvers say they do 
not intend to capture them, but will shoot 
them on sight. 


DOG GUARDS ITS DEAD FRIEND.

LONDON, May l4, 3 a. m.—London has 
already begun to celebrate the relief of 
Mafeking. It is true there are no official ad- 
vices that Baden Powell's nervy. garrisonts 
free to go over the wires, but the ru- 
mors were so persistent yesterday afternoon 
and evening and so probable did it seem that 
many enthusiasts insisted on starting things. 
Bells were rung in honor of the event in 
several parts of the West End, and the gen- 
eral spirit of hilarity which followed the 
rescue of Ladysmith was again displayed 
along the Strand, Piccadilly, and Holborn. - 


One Rumor from Pretoria. 


One rumor circulated early in the evening 
Was to the effect that the news was an- 
nounced from Pretoria. | 

This appeared likely for the reason that 
the first report of the flying column's ar- 
rival at Vryburg came from the Boer cap- 
ital, and besides the opinion was pretty 
general that the Boer force investing Mafe- 
king, estimated by one correspondent at less 
than 1,500, is already notified of the British 
advance from Vryburg and is sure to fall 
back instead of accepting battle. - 


London Sure of Event. 

The absolute certainty of the town's relief 
within a day or two seems to be the confident 
expectation of all London.

Predict Near End of War. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.} 

LONDON, May 14, 4 a. m.—“ The war is 
practically over,” says the Daily Chronicle's, 
Kroonstad correspondent, and, in less defi- 
nite terms, this is the’ view to be gathered 
from all the corespondents. They picture 
the Boers as utterly demoralized and dis- 
heartened by Lord Roberts’ unexpectedly 
rapid advance and by his facile turning of 
the carefully prepared positions of the Boers. 

There was practically no fighting and there 
are no further details to give respecting the 
occupation of Kroonstad. The correspond- 
ent of the Daily Telegraph says: ‘ The 
Union Jack was hoisted in the market place 
by Mrs. Lockhead, the American wife ofa 
Scotchman. Most of the horses of the Boers 
are in a wretched condition, but President 
Kruger declares he will continue the war.” 

It appears that the Boers at Kroonstad 
had been reinforced by 3,000 men from Natal 
last Friday, and thaf altogether 10,000 with 
twenty guns trekked from Kroonstad on the 
approach of Lord Roberts. 


Boers Lose Nothing in Flight. 

The Boers made an ineffectual stand at 
Boschrand, and had elaborate intrench- 
ments in front of Kroonstad, which offered 
great facilities for a rear guard action. 
Their only anxiety, however, appears to 
have been to get away safely with all their 
guns and convoys, which again they have 
successfully accomplished. . 

The few stores they were unable to carry 
away they burned. 


Burghers Decline to Fight. 

President Steyn ts represented as having 
been frantic with rage and as having kicked 
and cuffed the burghers after vainly implor- 
ing them to continue the fight. 

Lord Roberts, after a march which Is re- 
garded as worthy of being ranked with his

TEMPERATURE IN CHICAGO YESTERDAY. 


The weather man, with his little book of 
statistics, is in the way. Yesterday was 
only: the 18th of May, and yet for two hours 
thermometers all over town were swearing 
that the temperature was ariything from 88° 
to 91°, and even the sleepy old mercury tube 
at the top of the Auditorium admitted that 
at 4 and 5 o’clock the temperature was all 
uf 86°. Every one was positive the heat was 
the greatest ever known at this time of year. 

But the weather man said, “ Tut, tut.” 
He proved with his little book that in 1896, 
on May 8 and 9, the thermometer regis- 
tered 89, and that in previous years it had 
now and then been fully as warm on May 
18 as it was yesterday. But the day was 
the hottest in four years, It was clear and 
bright all day, and teday will be like unto 
it. The thunderstorm that is going to bring 
relief has been delayed, but probably will 
make its appearance tonight, and then there 
will be a few days of cooler weather.

-Think'City’s Loss from Bribery of Rate 
Takers May Reach $200,000 — Two 
Employes, Clarence M. Wolfe and 
George W. Piggott, Are Arrested— 
Mayor Says Cases Will Be Pushed 
and Neither Wealth Nor Political 
Influence Can Save Guilty Parties. 


(Continued from first page 
with them about their work, making stg- 
gestions and asking questions. Detective 
Bailey pointed out Clarence M, Wolfe as 
water man ”’ who had received money 
from Mr. Trainér. Plans were made at once 
to get more evidence against Wolfe. 
Southard & Trainer have a building, the 
Tennyson, at Bowen and Cottage Grove ave- 
nues, and ‘‘ theswater man’’ had mentioned 
that as one in which the meter could be 
fixed. The detectives secreted themselves in 
the Tennyson and patched. For two weeks 
there was not a moment in which either 
McWeeney or Bailey was not looking at the 
meter, but no’ one tampered with it. Then, 
as “‘ the water man "’ had been paid twice for 
tampering with the meter in the Hotel Rain- 
ier, it was decided to abandon the Tennyson 
and watch at the hotel. The meter is in the 
basement under the sidewalk in a narrow 
passageway hemmed in by walls. Two 
eighteen-inch holes were cut in the walls 
on either side of the meter and the detec- 
tives again watched, beginning two weeks 
ago last Saturday, Day and night one of 
the two men would be at one of the holes 
and part of the time both would be watch- 


ing. 


Detectives Tell of the Arrest. 

Their account of what they saw last Satur- 
day morning is as follows: 

“Just before 10 o'clock Piggott and Wolfe 
rode up to the hotel in the former's wagon, 
carrying a crowbar, bucket, and other im- 
plements used by ratetakers. They descend- 
ed to the basement, entered'‘the éngine- 
room, and went through the narrow 'pas- 
sageway to the meter. : 

“ Piggott lighted a candle,. while Wolfe 
worked on the meter. First,’’ says Detective 
Bailey, ** he broke the wax seals placed over 
the screws holding the cap of the dial on the 
meter. The hands had been loosened pre- 


he had reduced the amount by several! 
thousand feet we walked around to the pas- 
sageway and arrested both men. Welfe 
had the dial cap in, his hand. | 
“Both men were searched. In Wolfe's 
possession were found lead seals, sealing 
wax, screwdriver, and candles, and several! 
other articles not needed by a ratetaker. 
Seals were found in Piggott’s possession.’’ 
The men were taken to headquarters and 


locked up in separate cells, removed from 


each other so that there could be no com- 


‘munication between them. Attempts were 


then made to obtain confessions. Neither 
Superintendent Nourse nor the detectives 
would tell all that had been learned from 
Wolfe, but they admitted he had given 
them valuable information. The arrests 
were kept secret, and no charges were 
placed against either prisoner. They will 
be arraigned tomorrow morning in the Har- 
rison Street Police Station. It has not been 
decided what charge to place against them. 


Think the Conspiracy Extensive. 

“We have learned that there are at least 
nine men in the conspiracy, and who are 
receiving money for tampering with meters, 
thereby reducing the bills of consumers,” 
said Superintendent Nourse. ‘ Not all of 
these men are city employés, some of them 
being outsiders, who worked in conjunction 
with men connected with the Bureau of 
Water. We have information showing that 
at least fifty owners of buildings have been 
paying money to these nine men in order 
‘to have their water bills reduced. We be- 
lieve the number is much greater, probably 
at least 2¢0 persons being guilty of giving 
bribes. . 


the city has lost, but it is no exaggeration 
to say that the loss. has been more than 
$50,000, I think it will be as high as $100,000. 
Possibly it will be more. It never will be 
possible to tell the exact amount. 

“This conspiracy has existed for more 
than a year. We have learned that some 
highly respectable citizens, men owning 
property and standing high in the commu- 
nity, have been in the plot for the purpose 
of having their water bills reduced, These 
men are as guilty as the employés who re- 
ceived the bribes, but the Water bureau will 
not prosecute them. We will. devote our 
time to running down the men employed 
ps a | city and give the evidence to the Law 

partment, so it can take action against 
the outsiders. 

“This gang had its headquarters at the 
White House saloon, 41 La Salle street. The 
members would meet there in the morning 
before going out over the city to read meters. 
The various members would compare notes 
at these meetings and keep track of the 

men who were willing to buy them for the 
purpose of defrauding the eity. When a 
rate taker assigned to certain houses where 
‘he was receiving a bribe was transferred 
he would tell his successor if the latter was 
one of the gang. These men had divided 
the work so well that each one was making 
a large amount of money, and they did their 
work so well, covering themselves up with 
such skill, that it was hard to catch them. 


Several Ways of Reducing Bills. 


“All sorts of games were worked. The 
common one was to turn back the hands of 
the meter so that it would appear that a 
much less amount of water had been used 
than actually was the case. Wolfe was as- 
signed the Hotel Rainier in order to catch 
him more easily, but he could work the 
game whether he was the rate taker for 
that building or not. He could turn back 
the hands on the dial, and even if the rate 
taker who fgllowed him happened to be an 
honest nmfan the bill would be lower. In 
some cases they did not take the trouble 
to turn back the hands, simply making fic- 
titious returns of the amount used. 

“* More than a year ago a man came to me 
telling how a proposition had been made to 
reduce his water bill for a consideration. 
This gentleman was indignant and he scared 
off the employé. Then another story of the 
same kind came to the office. A gentleman 
whom we: will call Smith came to the office 
one morning and said: ‘ Not more than an 
hour ago a man came to me just as I re- 
eeived my water bill. It was on my desk, 
evidently as he expected, for he reached 
over, picked it up, and said: “ Your water 
bill is pretty high.”” I noticed that it was 
high,,much higher than it ever had been 
before, and I am convinced that it was 
raised purposely to enable some man to 
work the game. I replied to him that it 
was high. He said I could have it reduced, 
and when I asked him how he sald: “ You 
pay me part of what your bill is and I will 
see that it is cut hereafter.” ’ 

“The gentleman was so indignant that 
he cursed the man roundly and we had 
nothing to work on. 


Complaint from a Packing-House. 


“Then one day the owner of a packing- 
house came in and complained that his bills 
had been too high for a year and ahalf. He 
said he knew the house did not use so much 
water as its meter read. I suggested that 
possibly there was a leak somewhere. 

*“** What do vou-mean? he asked. 

“IT explained that sometimes a pipe might 
leak and a great. deal of water be wasted. 

** That's what one of your men said to me 
eighteen months ago,’ said the packer. ‘ He 
came to my Office and suggested that the

Long Wait for Evidence. 


“ We had a long wait forevidence. Every 
dishonest man accepted the terms offered, 
and the honest men drove the dishonest em- 
ployé from his presence, 80 that we could 
not learn who the would-be bribe-taker was. 
General Newberry was among the men who 
reported to us that overtures had been made 
to him by a city employé, who had requested 
his engineer to approach him. Genera! 
Newberry, instead of leading the man on, 
became indignant, and we lost another op- 
portunity to catch fhe thieves, We have 
had dogens of cases just like it. 

‘* We have not been able to do much work 
on the books, for fear of frightening the 
thieves, but now that we can put our fingers 
on the men, when the time cOmes, we will 
go over the accounts and endeavor to get a 
better idea of how much the city has lost. 
That will be guesswork to some extent, but 
where there has been a heavy falling off in 
bills at any time within the last three years 
we wilh make a searching investigation. 
When we get our evidence in shape we will 
make other arrests, 

“One result of the discovery will be a 
change in the meter system. We will aban- 

‘don the wax séals and try lead ongs. Seals 
and seal presses will be guarded’ carefully 
and the books of the rate men will be over- 
hauled and a better system installed. The 
bills of some of the packing-houses amount 
to as high as $2,000, and even $5,000. ‘Just 
think what a large amount might be stolen 
from the city {f the packers were disposed 
to enter into a conspiracy with the city's 
employés.”’ 


Mayor Says Cases Will Be Pushed, 


* We wui send to the penitentiary every 
Man connected with this conspiracy, if we 
can,’ said Mayor Harrison, ‘* Politics will 
not save anybody from suffering for the 
part he has taken in this work, nor will 
money or social position. We shall make 
just as earnest efforts to punish the wealthy 
citizens who have been giving bribes ag we 
will to punish the city employés who have 
accepted them. The thought that there 
would be féwer dishorest city officials, if 
there were fewer dishonést citizens out of 


and d think that-if the latter suffer some 
punishment the effect will be good. The 
bribe-giver is no better than the bribe-re- 
celver—in fact, as a rule he is worse, for gen- 
erally he is a man whose training, associa- 
tions, and position should place him consider- 
ably higher than the man working on a 
salary, who probably has had fewer ad- 
vantages. We will show if possible that the 
man who gives the bribe is open to the same 
danger of punishment as the man who ac- 
cepts it, and make the fear so great that 
fewer bribes will be offered. 

“ There are dishonest men in every busi- 
nes and in every walk of life, and when this 
thing is ended people will understand that 
the man in a city position is not the only 
one. 3 
“I do not now the details of this affair. 
I Know only in a general way of what has 
been going on. For a month the city has been 
working to catch the thieves, the detective 
force having outside assistance to enable 
it to make a complete case. I do not care to 
mention the names of the outsiders. Now 
that we have succeeded in getting the evi- 
dence we will not rest until punishment 
has been meted out. These cases will not 
be pushed for a time and then dropped. 
They will not be dropped until the guilty 
men are in prison, No straw bonds will be 
taken. The city will demand a large bond, 
probably $10,000, and, if the men are re- 
leased on bail it will be because the bonds- 
men have the amount demanded, and can be 
reached in case either man flees from trial 
and the punishment that I am confident the 
courts: will inflict.’’ 


Colleran Puts the Figure at $200,000. 

Chief of Detectives Colleran doubles the 
amount of the logs to the city considered by 
Mr. Nourse. 
It will reach at least $200,000,"" said the 
Chief of Detectives, “‘ and if the truth could 
be foun’ out that would be a smalisum. I 
have no doubt that this has been going on 
for years. There are persons mixed in this 
matter who would not wish their names to 
become public for all they possess. lam not 
sure of them yet, bug hope to get them be- 


fore long. 


** This is by far the biggest case and the 
most difficult to get at that I have experi- 
enced in years. Men are to be employed on 
the records of the water office to learn just 
how long these frauds have been going on, 
and I do not doubt that they will date back 
a decade.”’ 

There are cleven rate takers in the city’s 
employ. They receive $8 a day from the 
city. Visits to meters are made in wagons 
because they are compelled to take heavy 
tools. with them in order to Hft the covers 
of large meters. They are supposed to read 
the meters, reporting to the City Hall offices 
the amount of water consumed. From these 
reports the bills are made out by clerks in the 
Bureau of Water. ! 

Wolfe is 28 years old and married. He 
lived at 261 West Madison street until May 
1, when he removed to his present residence. 
He has lived in Chicago for nine years, com- 
ing here from some place in Pennsylvania. 
For four years previous to last September 
he was employed by Willlam J. Moxley, 
manufacturer of butterine, as a bookkeeper. 
Ie has been a Democratic worker for a num- 
ber of years. Both his father and mother 
are dead. 


Mrs. Wolfe Not Informed of Arrest. 

Mrs. Wolfe, a young woman, did net know 
at 9 o’clock last night that her husband 
was under arrest. 

“Is Mr. Wolfe at home?” she was asked. 

“No, he isn’t!’’ she replied anxiously. 
“Has anything happened to him? Has he 
been hurt?’’ 

She was informed that he had not been 
injured. 

“He told me a couple of weeks ago that 
he and some of the other rate-takers in the 
City Hall might go fishing some Saturday, 
and said I should not be worried if he did 
not come home,”’ she said. ‘‘ But he never 
remained away from home so long as this. 
I expected he would be back without fail 
ihis afternoon, and I don’t know why he 
isn’t here. He certainly will be back to- 
night. You can find him at the City Hall 
tomorrow.”’ 

Piggott is 30 years old and is unmarried. 


Only Self-Sustaining Department, 


The Bureau of Water is the only self-sus- 
taining department in the city. Its profits 
are nearly $3,000,000 a year, but notwith- 
standing this fact the water fund Is exhaust- 
ed, the money earned having been spent for 
extending water mains and building inter- 
cepting sewers. The law prevents other de- 
partments of the city from using the profits 
of the department, but they can borrow, and 
the water fund is now a creditor of many de- 
partments, the amount being more than 
$1,000,000. The profits have been ‘used for 
the general expense of running the city, so 
that there is no cash in the City Treasury 
to the credit of the fund. 

This ig not the first time crookedness has 
been found in the bureau. On more than one 
oecasion clerks In the office in the City Hall 
have been caught accepting bribes for reduc- 
ing bills for consumers. It is said many bills 
have been reduced by employés in the past 
for reasons which the city ordinances specify 
shall not be considered as justifying a re- 
duction. It is said bills have been cut on the 
ground that there have been leaks, which is 
contrary to the ordinances. 

The bureau is carrying many consumers’ 
bills on its books. Last year the total amount 
due the city from citizens was more than

Hopes Help Through Committee. 

The convettion adopted resolutions em- 
bodying its sentiments.

Lowman, a delegate from the Pressmen's 
union, , who was chosen chairman of the 
convention, will announce the committee 
tomorrow. It will consist of seven mem-

Attenddnce Is Large. 

In point of attendance the convention was 
a success. Credentials were presented by 
delegations of three each from 155 union or- 
ganizations, while thirty-five other labor or- 
ganigzationg were represented by delegates 
who were vouched for by their officers in lieu 
of regularly signed credentials, The total at- 
tendance was nearly 600, and this number 
would have been larger but for the fact that 
many unions were holding meetings else- 
where at the same time, and therefore sent 
no delegates. It is expected that these unions 
will be represented at the adjourned meeting 
next Saturday night. 

‘The resolutions adopted were presented by 
a committee composed of J. J. Kinsley of the 
Allied Printing Trades council, Barney Co- 
hen of the Cigarmakers’ union, James H. 
Payne of the Boxmakers’ union, and Charles 
Dold of the Piano and Organ Workers. 


Resolutions Are Adopted. 

The resolutions, prefaced by a statement 
calling attention to alleged acts of injustice 
by contractors, were as follows: 

Resolved, That we heartily commend the build- 
ing trades for the gallant fight they are making 
against oppression and injustice, and pledge them 
our support, morally and financially, to maintain 
their rights of combination for mutual protection; 
and be it further 

Resolved, That we recommend to the different 
labor organizations that they levy an assessment 
of 50 cents per week on al] members for the sup- 
port of locked-out men in the building trades. 


May Raise $1,000 a Day. 

It is estimated that the assessment of 50 
cents a weék recommended by the conven- 
tion will yield a revenue of $1,000 a day, 
the delegates present representing at least 
15,000 members of unions outside of the 
building trades. According to the most lib- 
eral estimates there are not more than 1,000 
workmen among those locked out who are 
in need of financial assistance. 

Edward Carroll, President of the Building 
Trades council, called the convention to 
order, stating that the meeting was held at 
the request of the Allied Printing Trades 
council. He told the delegates that the 
Building Trades council had been misrepre- 
sented by the Building Contractors’ council, | 
and that its members were ready and will- 
ing to have the organization investigated. 


Say Trades Council Must Stand. 

“ Itis not claimed that the Building Trades 
council is perfect,”’ said President Carroll, 
‘but if there are imperfections or wrongs, 
they are the faults of individual organiza- 
tions. The council must be sustained, and 
the organizations forming !t will not consider 
any proposition for fits dissolution at the | 
present time.”’ | 

Speeches were made by a number of dele- 
gates, who took the same position as Mr, 
Carroll. Delegate Berlin of the Cigarmakers 
aroused great enthusiasm by declaring that. 
the Building Trades council was the chief 
weapon of union labor for securing affiliation 
and concentration, and that it could not be 
abandoned. Others who spoke were Dele- 
gates Phillips of Typographical Union No. 


the. Bookbinders’ union, and Crampton of the 
Building Trades council. 


Graham Taylor Blames Both Sides. 

The address of Professor Graham Taylor. 
was a feature of the convention. He criti- 
cised in strong terms the Building Trades 
council and the Building Contractors’ coun-| 
cil alike, and to his surprise heard both senti- 
ments applauded heartily by the delegates. 
He denounced the policy of the Building 
Trades council which permitted Its officials 
to hold appointive political offices, and de- 
clared that such a policy was the most disas- 
trous that ever threatened the aisefulness of 
organized labor. Professor Taylor spoke in 
part as follows: 

‘“My sympathy with the fundamental 
principles and ideals of organized labor has 
been growing with the years in which I have 
been a student of industrial history and re- 
lationship. The causé of human brother- 
hood, for which organized labor has in the 
main stood through the last 600 years of 
English history, is more sacred than any 
labor organization. That sacred cause is at 
stake in Chicago today. Its appeal must at 
last be made to the public, for it is the jury 
of public opinion which always returns the 
final verdict in this and every other issue. 


Where Contractors Areat Fault. | 
‘Public opinion, on the one hand, holds 
thd Contractors’ association responsible for 
its part in the critical situation. It is, how- 
ever, widely conceded to have had just cause 
of complaint and even exasperation which 
mitigates the criticism of its inconsistencies. 
A fair-minded man connot see its consist- 
ency in insisting upon disbanding the coun- 
cil while resolutely maintaining its own as- 
sociation: in demanding the cessation of the 
sympathetic strike while busily organizing 
a sympathetic lockout; itr protesting, with 
not a little justice, against the interference 
of organized labor with the liberty of con- 
tractors to purchase uniqn-made material 
from whom they pleased while aiding and 
abetting, if not compelling, a boycott by 
building material producers against the em- 
ployers of union labor allied with the Build- 
ing Trades council; in charging the unions 
with refusing to keep their agreement while 
in some instances at least Jocking the men 
out for taking the Saturday half-holiday 
granted in the agreement between them; in 
complaining ‘against what may have been 
too great a limitation of the amount of a 
day's work while failing to recognize the 
complaint of the men against the ‘ rusher ' 
being allowed to set the pace for a fair day's 
wage; in avowedly waging their warfare for 
industrial liberty and free labor while cur- 
tajling the small contraetors’ freedom to

KINDNESS LEADS TO KILLING. 


Roman A. Kelly Turns on Charles E. 
Gilbert, His Benefactor, and the 
Latter Shoots. 


Charles E. Gilbert, who is locked up at 
the Cottage Grove Avenue Police Station 
charged with homicide, ascribes all his 
troubles to befriending the man heshot. He 
says Roman A. Kelly drew a knife and tried 
to kill him and he was compelled to shoot 
in self-defense. 

The shooting occurred at 7:30 in the morn- 
ing in the Ludgate apartment building, 1843 
Wabash avenue, where both men lived. 
Kelly was shot three times and was removed 
to the Mercy Hospital, where he died at 
8:30 p. m. 

Gilbert is head bartender at De Jonghe's 
restaurant, 48 Monroe street. Kelly had 
been employed as a substitute bartender at 
the same place. When they left the plgce 
together in the morning Kelly urged Gilbert 
to discharge a man in order to make a per- 
manent place for him. Gilbert said he would 
as soon as he could, but that did not satisfy 
Kelly, and, according to Gilbert, Kelly be- 
came abusive when they reached their apart- 
ment. 

Gilbert ordered Kelly to go to bed and be 
quiet or get out. Then Kelly seized a knife 
and rushed at Gilbert, according to Gilbert's 
statement. Gilbert thereupor drew his 


1 revolver and shot Kelly once in the left lung 


and twice in the neck. There were no wit- 
nesses. 
Kelly Refuses to Make a Statement. 


Kelly was removed to the hospital, where 
he died at 3:30 p. m. He was asked the 
eause of the shooting. He dented having a 
knife, but said he had nothing against Gil- 
bert. He was firm in his refusal to make 
any further statement. Gilbert was taken 
to the Cottage Grove Police Station, where 
he stated that the shooting was done in self- 
defense. That he had helped Kelly from 
time to time and was about to give him a 
job. Kelly insisted that he be given a per- 
manent position at once and the trouble re- 
sulted. 

Gilbert’s employer called at the station 
during the day and sald that Gilbert always 
had been a peaceable man and a faithful 
employé. 

Women Arm and Threaten. 

Mary Hayes and Eliza Chinn, residing at 
1442 Indiana avenue in separate apartments, 
often quarrel, their neighbors say. Yester- 
day they got into a dispute, and the former 
went Into her flat and brought forth a large 
revolver, while Eliza Chinn procured a knife 
with a twelve-inch blade. At this point the 
neighbors called the police. A wagonload 
of men came and found both women watch- 
ing each other. _The police disarmed them 
both and put theminthe wagon. When they 
reached the Harrison annex each swore to 
the warrant for the other's arrest. Eliza 
Chinn claimed to be related to the Kentucky 
Chinns. Both women were locked up and 
will appear. in court this morning.

Free-Staters Welcome Roberts.

KROONSTAD (Saturday)—The advance 
guard of Gordon’s cavalry early this morn- 
ing approached the environs of the Town of 
Boschflat, but the position was found to be 
evacuated and many intrenching tools had 
been left behind. Lord Roberts sent an en- 
voy into this town to call upon the Land- 
drost to surrender. Lord Roberts entered 
at lo’clock. About 300 Free State burgh- 
ers remained and surrendered.

Roberts’ Entry a Triumph. 

_ Lord Roberts’ official entry into Kroonstad 
Was an impressive ceremony. The Field 
Marshal and his staff rode in at the head of 
Pole-Carew’s division and took a stand in 
the market square. The whole of the in- 
fantry and artillery filed past, and as Lord 
Roberts took his position the Union Jack 
was floated over the courthouse. 

/The assembled crowds cheered vociferous- 
ly, and the Dutch, only recently disarmed, 
stood aloof evidently vastly inipressed. The 
infantry hdd marched seventeen miles, and 
yet, with the doubtful exception of the 
British entry at Ladysmith, no scene as 
impressive has been seen during the war 
as that of the Guards swinging past to the 
accompaniment of drums and fifes, proud of 
this fulfilment of Lord Roberts’ promise to 
march at their head into the next capital 
occupied. The Landdrost sent a deputy to 
Lord Roberts, who refused to. allow him to 
Surrender the town except in person. 

From the moment the entry was made 
the burghers began surrendering their 
Weapons, and many hiding in sluits are. 
ready to come in as soon as they are sure 
of safety. 

The move of the cavalry was just too late 
to cut the line north, and the Boers in their 

flight were able to remove all the rolling 
stock. 

Lord Roberts’ recent movements have ab- 
solutely paralyzed all discipline and con« 
certed opposition on the part of the Boers, 

The English residents of Kroonstad say 
the burghers simply flocked back from the 
intrenchments half heartedly constructed 
at Boschplaats and that President Steyn 
with his own hand whipped them out of the 
a@mbulance train. 

The commandos after the Zand River 
fighting dwindled from six to about three 
owing to desertion. There is open confifct 
between the Transvaal and the Free State 
Boers at Geneva Siding, and neither Steyn’s 
Patriotic appeals nor Botha’s remonstrances 
can do anything to stem the backward flow. 

Steyn.is reported to have gone to the Helil- 
bron country, between Boschplaats and 
Kroonstad, which might be effectively held 
if the spirit were willing. 

A considerable quantity of stores were 
taken here, though the enemy destroyed 
much. General French is hafting tonight at 
Jordan Station. 

From the general bearing of the towns- 
people it would seem that as far as the Free 
Btate is concerned the war is practically 
over, and the troops were received with ex- 
pressions of pleasure, and it seems certain 
the Free-Staters will refuse to fight across 
the Vaal. It is doubtful if there will be 
further opposition until the Vaal is reached.

| FEAR OF MANILA REVOLT 


LATEST RUMORS OF AN OUTBREAK 
SERIOUSLY DISCUSSED. 


Officials Active in the Matter and Are 
Inclined te the View That the Na- 
tives Lack the Courage to Carry Out 
Any Plans Which May Have Been 
Made—Little Expected of Buencam- 


|General MacArthur. . 


MANILA, May 13.—The latest rumor of 
an outbreak in Manila among the natives, 
which was in circulation last week, was 
seriously discussed by some of the local 
papers, and attracted more general atten- 
tion than has usually been the case with 
this sort of thing. Asa matter of fact, many 
Filipinos left their American employers with 
the apparent intention of joining some such 
movement. Their action, taken in connec- 
tion with the arrest of several natives for 
carrying concealed weapons and the disper- 
sion of several suspicious gatherings, gave 
color to the reports. 

The officials have been active in the mat- 
ter, but are not inclined to think an uprising 
will be attempted. They believe the Fili- 
pinos lacking in the necessary courage, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that the natives 
feared to attempt the demonstration at the 
time of General Lawton’s funeral, although 
they had made careful preparations, and 
many insurgents had come to Manila for this 
express purpose, 


Complains of Congress. 

A paper found among the captured effec 
of General Pantaleon Garcia asserts that 
the United States Congress has done nothing 
for the Filipinos, and that therefore all 
Filipinos who are working for Americans 
must leave their employers immediately or 
suffer the penalty of treason. 

One report is that the Filipino junta is en- 
deavoring to incite an outbreak in order to 
show the civil commission that the insur- 
recti¢n is still alive. 


7 Buencamino’s Peace Proposals. 

It does not seem probable that the peace 
proposals which Sefior Buencamino, at one 
time a member of the so-called Filipino gov- 
ernment, has drawn up for submission to 
Aguinaldo and the other insurgent leaders, 
will have much weight with the Filipinos. 

Buencamino’s reputation, gained in former 
wars, is that of a man who hurries to get 


on the winning side. He was in disfavor 


with the Filipinos even before the collapse 
of their government, owing to a widespread 
suspicion of his loyalty to his colleagues. 


General MacArthur’s Policy. 

Last week General MacArthur received a 
large number of officials, Consuls, officers, 
and representatives of commercial bodies. 
To Lieutenant Colonel Crowder, his military 
secretary, he will assign many duties here- 
tofore devolving upon the Adjutant General. 

MacArthur’s policy appears to involve con- 
siderable decentralization. He will give to 
his staff authority in matters of detail, and 
will devote himself largely to questions of 
policy. 


Leyte Rebels Lose Heavily. 

The towns of Hilongos and Maasin, Island 
of Leyte, have been occupied by troops of 
the Forty-third Volunteer Infantry. The 
insurgents opposed the landing of the Amer- 
icans and sustained heavy losses.

LONDON, May 14, 3 a. m.—John Redmond 
and John Dillon appeared together in the 
Free Trade ll at Manchester yesterday, 
and both referred to the fact that their 
presence $n the same platform closed a ten 
years’ discussion. 

The meeting was, in fact, a notable one, as 
it was practically the first public demonstra- 
tion of the reunion of the Irish political fac- 
tions. 

In his speech, after saying a few words 
of the reunion, Mr. Redmond took up Lord 
Salisbury’s speech to the Primrose league 


as sensational as the Premier's speech itself. 


Talks of ‘“‘ Brutal Frankness.”’ 

“At this moment,” said Mr. Redmond. 
“just after the Queen’s chivalrous recep~ 
tion in Ireland, and when the opportunity 
presented itself to cement the good feeling 
between the two countries, Lord Salisbury 
has misrepresented the Irish claims with 
cynical and brutal frankness and has offered 
absolute non possumus to Ireland’s reason- 
able demands.” 

Continuing, Mr. Redmond said: 

“His Lordship spoke of dangers ahead 
for the empire. If the forces he mentioned 
were to dash on British shores there is one 
spot where they would not be received as 
enemies or invaders. He advocated the 
formation of rifle clubs, but he will not per- 
mit Ireland to enlist volunteers or to bear 
arms. 

“His proposal, therefore, is an insult to 
Ireland, and, so far as the rest of the empire 
is concerned, it is puerile and absurd.’”’ 


Almost a Threat. 
Mr. Redmond’s concluding remarks were 


almost like a threat. ~ 

“Trishmen can now see more clearly than 
ever,” he said, ‘‘ the work they have to un- 
dertake. This task is again to make it in- 
convenient and dangerous to withhold Irish 
rights. It is not by conciliation and appeals 
to loyalty that the grievances of Ireland will 


be remedied.”’ 


FRANCIS JOSEPH ON HIS VISIT.

Claim Meat Bill Votes. 


The Tages Zeitung claims that twenty- 
seven Conservative Deputies will support the 
committee meat bill, and are only objecting 
to the proposed compromise permitting the 
importation of pickled meats under certain 
conditions. The Plenipotentiaries to the 
Bundesrath from all the states except Ham- 
burg, Bremen, and Leubeck are instructed 
to support the compromise, while the sea- 
ports oppose any restrictions upon ifiporta- 
tions. 


Ballestrem Uses His Power. 
President Ballestrem of the Reichstag had 
always enjoyed a reputation for impartiality 
and level-headedness before the obstructive 
tactics of the Radicals were employed 
against the Heinze bill, but these have in- 


spired in him a feeling of serious alarm for * 


the future parliamentarianism in Germany. 
He has taken, therefore, a step of far-reach- 
ing importance. 

Legally, the President has absolute power 
to determine any order of business and pos- 
sesses many of the powers vested in the 
Rules committee of the House of Represent- 
atives in Washington. 


Abolishes Old Custom. 


Hitherto the President has always con- 
sulted the “‘ seniorenconvent ” of represent- 
tatives of all parties, and, while it was not 
constitutionally sanctioned, the “ senioren- 
convent ’’ belonged to the hoary traditions 
of German parliamentarianism. This body 
has not been called together since the ob- 
struction. 

President Ballestrem recently consulted 
his friénds from the parties who did not re- 
sort to obstruction, and yesterday he an- 
nounced that the Heinze bill and meat bill 
would come up again before the naval bill, 
and he boldly declared there would be no 
more seniorenconvent until the obstruction 
tactics were finally abandoned.

‘TO LET RATHBONE OUT. 


DIRECTOR GENERAL OF CUBAN 
POSTS UNDER A CLOUD. 


Said That an Order Will Be Issued To- 
day Relieving Him from Duty—Held 
Responsible for Extravagance and 
Loose Business Methods, Under 
Which Defalcation Was Made Pos- 
sible—Amount of the Steal May 
Reach $400,000—Neeley Is Silent. 


Washington, D. C., May 13.—The Post to- 
morrow will say: ‘“ An order will be issued 
today relieving from duty E. G. Rathbone, 
Director General of Posts in Cuba, under 
whose administration the frauds recently 
disclosed have occurred. 

**He is held responsible for extravagance 
in the department and for the loose business 
methods in the conduct of postal affairs on 
the island, resulting in an embezzlement of 
funds estimated at $100,000. He is not 
charged with or suspected of any complicity 
in the frauds, but the Postmaster General 
and Secretary of War are convinced that 
his unfitness for the highly responsible po- 
sition. has been clearly established. 

“The order relieving him may take the 
form of suspension, but it is the understand- 
ing that he will have no further connection 
with the Cuba government. A reorganiza- 
tion of the department of posts will follow 
upon a new basis that, it is believed, will 
preclude the possibility of similar frauds in 
future. 

“The pending investigation, though post- 
office inspectors are to be used, is under the 
War department.” 


Frauds May Reach $400,000. 

New York, May 13.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
from Washington says: “ Although efforts 
are being made to minimize the extent of the 
Havana postal defalcation, there is good 
authority for the statement that it may 
amount to $400,000. Colonel G. W. Burton, 
Inspector General, has reported to the War 
department that a commission, of which 
Cc.

DEMOCRATIC MACHINE LEADERS OF 
COOK COUNTY BOOMING HIM, 


Speakers Use His Name as Gubernato- 
rial Nominee and Are Greeted with 
Enthusiastic Applause — Alschuler, 
Stevenson, and Ladd Have Some 
Local Following, and Last Named 
May Be Given Second Place—County 
Committee Meeting.

He was four times elected Collector for the 
Town of Hyde Park, first in 1804, and, it is 
said, made a good record in that office. * Be- 
sides politics, Mr. Hanberg gives his atten- . 
tion to a jJarge queensware and general fur- 
niture store business in South Chicago, 
where he located in 1882. For the five years 
last previous to that he was in the queens- 
ware business on the North Side. .Mr. Han- 
berg was born in Schles wig-Holstein forty- 
two years ago, and was brought to America
